Class 1 - Patients with a current dental exam, who do 
not require dental treatment or reevaluation

Class 2 - Patients with a current dental exam, who 
require non-urgent dental treatment or reevaluation for 
oral conditions, which are unlikely to result in a dental 
emergency within 12 months

Class 3 - Patients who require urgent or emergent 
dental treatment

Class 4 - Patients who require dental exams
